Germany can produce 83 per cent of 


the absolute necessities of life for her 
81,000.000 people. You have that on the 
word of the usually reliable German 
Institute of Business Research. 
But 


Germany has a deficiency of vegeta- 
bles, fruits, and fats. 


Germany has reserves of 8.600.000 


tons of grain, more than a year's sup- 
ply. On the other hand, the Americas 
and the British and French empires 
normally supply 5.000,000 tons of Ger- 
many's fooddcficicncy, while only 2,- 
250.000 tons normally come from sources 
closer to home. But supplies from the 


' ;' • J J

quickly be turned into gold, France 
comes next with 51,700,000,000 in gold 
reserves, and liquid assets abroad of 
$700,000,000 most of which are in the 
United States. But the Allies can- 
not borrow money in the United States 
as they did in the last war. That pulls 
their financial rating down to 16 out of 
the possible 20 points. 


The. Reich is poor indeed when it 


comes to cash. The American Foreign 
Policy Association indicates in Its Oc- 
tober report that the Reich might be 
able to muster $800,000,000 in gold and 
foreign assets. In addition, however, 
the Germans have a bartering power 
to be reckoned with. They mobilized 
about $2,000,000,000 worth of bartering 
power in 1938. Some experts figure 
they can produce half that in wartime. 
But even so, German strength on the 
financial front is insignificant. They 
i!ct four points out of a possible 20. 


Industrial Capacity 


Until the United States lifted the 


arms embargo. Germany had the ad- 
vantage here. 
Neither 
France nor 


Great Britain could match her arma- 
ments output. But the lifting of the j 
arms embargo puts America's capacity j 
to manufacture military equipment at i 
the disposal of the Allies, as long as 


their cash holds out. Some authorities 
say this mny account for 25 per cent 
of the Allied industrial output on the 
basis of a long term war. 


This factor boosts the Allied rating lo 


the full 15 points, nnd pulls the Ger- 
man rating down to Spoints for the 
long pull, because none of her aux- 
iliary sources of supply has anywhere 
near the industrial capacity of the 
Unitpd 'States. 


Military Strength 


Here the two powers will match up 


fairly evenly for sometime to come, 
due to Germany's head start, in the 
opinion of most experts. The superior 
German «ir fleet (pel-hops one and 
one-half to one in first line planes) 
balances the superiority of the French 
artillery. The British army is hardly 
n factor until a long training period 
has elapsed. And in view of the ob- 
vious stiilcninte on the western front, 
each gets a rating of 15 points on mil- 
itary staying power. 


Here's where the Germans shine. 


The Nazis hud a six year head start 
on the Allies. They have been prac- 
ticing a rigid war regimentation in 
economics and industry ever since Hit- 
ler came to power in 1933. 


The Allies did not begin large-scale 


military nnd economic organization 
for war until n year ngo. Ami even 
though war itself hna n tendency to 
unify moral nnd economic strength on 
both sides, Germany's start gives her 
n full score of 10 points on organiwi- 
tion for war, against the Allies' four.
